Mayor Alan Lambert says he 
is keeping his promises to devel¬ 
op downtown Romulus and 
attract new businesses to the 
^-area with the opening of 
Juanita's Mexican Restaurant 
“It was part of my campaign to 
bring business to Romulus” said 
Lambert “When I became mayor 
in 2001 there were nine vacant 


store fronts in downtown 
Romulus and only one restau¬ 
rant that was actually about to 
close. Now we are bringing busi¬ 
nesses like Juanita's to the area." 

The owners of the new 
Mexican restaurant, Kim and 
Mario Arredondo, said they are 
very happy they chose Romulus 
to open their first restaurant 

“We looked in a lot of different 
areas.” said Kim Arredondo. 
“But once we saw downtown 


Romulus and the property we 
knew we were in the right spot” 

The Arredondos said they 
have been thinking about open¬ 
ing a restaurant for years. When 
they became too disappointed in 
other Mexican restaurants, they 
decided they had to open a place 
of their own to serve authentic 
Mexican food. 

Arredondo and his brother, 
Adam, who is also a partner in 
the restaurant, grew up eating

Following 7-year restoration, 
Samuel Kingsley House opens

The Romulus Historical Society opened the 
doors of another building in Historic Park in 
January with the addition of the Samuel Kingsley 
House. 

“This home is very important to the history of 
the community of Romulus,” said Pearl Varner, 
Romulus Historical Museum director. “It has 
been standing within the city since before the 
Civil War.” 

Varner said Samuel Kingsley and his wife, 
Polly, built the home in about 1855. The Kingsleys 
were originally from New York. They moved to 
Ohio for a brief time, but eventually the family, 
which included eight children, settled in what is 
today Romulus. 

“I think it is very interesting to see who lived 
in our community throughout the years,” said 
Varner. “It gives residents a sense of history.” 

Kingsley came to Romulus and built the 
Kingsley House. However, Varner said it was not 
a home of the time period. 

“Most of the people who moved and lived here 
built log cabins,” she said. “But the Kingsley’s 
would have been considered upper middle class, 
so they had money when they got here, or had the 
means to make money once they arrived.” 

Kingsley built a five-bedroom home and then 
opened a general store right next door 


“The general store and the home were located 
in Pullen’s Comer, or what today is Five Points,” 
Vamer said. “Back in the 1850s, Pullen’s Comer 
would have been more like the downtown area, 
because Romulus was a township and Pullen’s 
would have been considered like a village.” 

While operating the local general store, 
Vamer said Kingsley was also the postmaster 

“It would not have been unusual for the gener¬ 
al store to also be the post office,” she said. “So, 
we have records that show he was the post mas¬ 
ter from 1862 through 1881.” 

Three of the Kingsley sons, John, Orin and 
Samuel Jr., joined the 24th Michigan Iron 
Brigade and went off to fight in the Civil War. 

“They were lucky, because all of the boys came 
back and survived the war,” said Vamer. 

After coming back, Samuel Jr took over opera¬ 
tion of his father’s general store and relocated it 
to what is today considered to be downtown 
Romulus on Goddard Road. 

“He didn’t build a new building, they simply 
moved the old one,” she said. “I am still not quite 
sure how they d id that back then.” 

Vamer said that the general store was moved 
to be closer to the railroad tracks located in this 
part of town. 

“In the 1890s, when Samuel Jr. moved the 
store, the railroad criss-crossed in that section of

Lambert said he is happy to 
see the downtown area of 
Romulus generating new busi¬ 
ness.

Juanita’s is the third restau¬ 
rant to open downtown since the 
mayor took office in November 
2001. Metro Palace Cafe opened 
last year and the Whistle Stop 
opened last fall. Bob’s Deli is also 
scheduled to open early this 
summer 

“We are trying to give people a 
reason to come downtown and 
businesses like this are doing just

Racetrack, casino receive

Two months after the pro¬

The Southern Wayne County 
Regional Chamber (SWCRC) 
board of directors recently adopt¬ 
ed a resolution of support for the 
two projects, proposed for the 
area north of Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport in Romulus. 

The boaixl members said they 
felt that the earlier decision to 


support the racetrack proposal 
from Magna Entertainment Corp. 
(MEC) reflected the chamber’s 
ongoing mission to improve the 
business climate and stimulate 
the economic growth of the 
regioa 

They said they also believed 
that the entire development 
would create good-paying 
employment opportunities, gen¬ 
erate additional tourism rev¬ 
enues and yield additional eco¬ 
nomic benefits for Southern 
Wayne County and the State of

Man charged with 15 counts of 
sexual molestation of children

Christopher Darnell Moore, a 
24-year old Romulus resident, 
was arraigned last week on 15 
felony counts and three misde¬ 
meanor counts related to alleged 
sexual assaults against three 
children, said police. 

Moore was charged with 
seven counts of criminal sexual 
conduct in the first degree, seven 
counts of criminal sexual con¬ 
duct in the second degree, two 
counts of distribution of obscene 
material to children, one count 
of home invasion in the third 
degree and one count of tele¬ 
phone tapping /cutting, said Lt 
John Lecher of the Romulus 
Police Department 

“We were just made aware of 
this guy last week,” said Leacher 
“It didn’t take long to charge 
him.” 

Leacher said that Moore 
allegedly sexually molested 
three children. Two of his 
alleged victims were the chil¬ 
dren of his 31-year-old wife and 
the other was the sister of his 
wife.

“Moore’s sister in law is only 9 
years old,” said Leacher. “Last 
summer she came up to visit her 
sister from her home in 
Michigan City, IND. She said that 
during her visit Moore sexually 
molested her” 

The young girl did not tell her 
mother of the molestation until 
recently, said Leacher. 

“At that point the mother 
called her daughter and told her 
she might want to talk to her own 
children to see if this had ever 
happened to them,” he said. 
“She did this and found out that 
he had been molesting her own

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Drive to rebuild Maybury Farm continues today

Shari Peters, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Northville Community 
Fbundation, said she’s hoping for 
a big turnout today at a Rindrais- 
er to support the rebuilding 
effort of the farm at Maybury 
State Park. 

That’s in part because she’s 
hoping to generate $250,000 in 
donations in one day. 

Today marks the one-year 
anniversary of the tragic fire that 
swept through the living farm at 
the park in Northville Township, 
killing nearly 50 animals, includ¬ 
ing horses, sheep, pigs and rab¬ 
bits. A few donkeys and chickens 
survived. 

“We have already had an over¬ 


whelming response to the tragic 
fire, which shows how important 
this facility was to southeastern 
Michigan residents,” she said. 

The foundation has taken the 
lead role in the rebuilding effort, 
according to Peters, setting up an 
endowment fund to provide for 
the ongoing maintenance and 
operation of the farm. In fact, she 
said the foundation had been 
negotiating with the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) to 
assume the funding of the 11-acre 
farm before the fire took place. 

That agreement, detailed in a 
lease with the State of Michigan, 
was finalized late last year, 
according to Peters. Since then, 
the foundation has pursued sev¬ 
eral donations, including a bam 
from a residential housing pro¬ 


ject under construction in Novi. 

The ultimate goal, she said, is 
to rebuild the bams, replace the 
animals, return the farm to the 
regional treasure it was and to 
generate an endowment fund of 
at least $1 million that would 
fund the farm indefinitely. 

“This living, working farm 
depicted life on an early 20th 
Century farm and will once again 
do so if the community comes 
together,” Peters said. “I’m confi¬ 
dent that they will.” 

The fundraiser takes place 
today at Poole’s Tavern on East 
Main Street in downtown 
Northville. From 11 a.m. to 11 
p.m., Peters said, the tavern 
would offer food and beverage 
specials and host local celebrities 
as they tried to encourage dona¬ 


tions. 

John Beemer, a farmer who 
ran the farm until his retirement 
in 2002, will be on hand, as well. 
Beemer recently decided to 
come out of retirement and oper¬ 
ate the farm again, Peters said. 

“There will be many ways to 
donate, including naming an ani¬ 
mal, purchasing a barn to be 
hung in the tavern or buying a 
board for the actual farm, itself,” 
Peters said. 

The latter is part of the first 
organized fundraiser for the 
effort, ‘Buy a board, build a bam, 
leave a legacy.’ Donors who give 
$250 to the effort will have their 
name inscribed on a board in the 
meeting room of the farm when 
it’s complete. Peters said it would 
take about $250,000 to refurbish 


the bam and move it to the Eight 
Mile Road site of the park. She 
hopes to generate that today. 

“We’re so excited about this 
fundraiser and confident that we 
will reach our goal of raising 
$250,000 in one day,” Peters said.

American Idol is one of the most popular reality 
shows on the air today, but there is no need to watch tele¬ 
vision when anyone can see Romulus American Idols in 
person performing with the Mosaic Youth Theatre of 
Detroit (MYT). 

Romulus High School students Michael Hudson, 15, 
and his brother Jeremiah Yeager-Hudson, 18, are mem¬ 
bers of MYT They said they are honored to be involved 
in the program. 

‘It takes a lot to be admitted into the program,” said 
Hudsoa "It is a real honor and accomplishment” 

The mission of the Mosaic Youth Theatre is to devel¬ 
op young multicultural performing artists through com¬ 
prehensive theatrical and musical training and to pro¬ 
vide high quality performances for audiences of all ages. 

Rick Sperling founded the program, which began in 
1992, in an effort to give young people, ages 8-18, a place 
to pursue their artistic passions. 

Each year thousands of students throughout the 
metro Detroit area audition for admission into the pro¬ 
gram, but only 250 students are selected. 

"They only take the best” said Hudson. “It is really 
hard to get into the program.” 

The theatre has three sections- singers, actors and 


technicians- in which they train in the program. 

Both Romulus students are singers in the program, 
which has won numerous awards including the state 
Governor’s Arts Award and the Coming Up Thller Award 
from the White House as one of the top 10 youth arts pro¬ 
grams in the country. 

It may be difficult to get accepted into the program, 
but it’s even harder to stay in it, said Hudsoa 

“We practice three days a week,” he said. “Two of our 
practices are three and a half hours and our Sunday 
practice is over seven hours. It is hard work, but it is all 
worth it” 

Students in the program come from more than 50 
schools in the area and learn about more than just music 
in the program. 

“We sing music in all different languages,” said 
Hudsoa “Spanish, Russian, Latia We also sing all differ¬ 
ent types of music, everything from jazz to classical to 
show tunes. We learn everything.” 

In 10 short years, the program has gained national 
and worldwide attention as the selected students travel 
and perform throughout the country and around the 
world. 

Next week, Hudson and Yeager-Hudson will be trav¬ 
eling with MYT for a two-week tour of the south. 

“We are really excited to go down there to perform,” 
said Hudson. “We will be performing all over the place.”

town running north, south, east 
and west, so it truly became the 
hub for Romulus,” said Varner. 

At the same time, James 
Taylor, the nephew of Kingsley Jr., 
went into business with his uncle 
and the name of the general store 
became, Kingsley and Taylor 
General Store. 

In 1902, Kingsley Jr. and Taylor 
built the brick building that now 
houses the Landing Strip. At that 
time, Kingsley Jr sold his parents 
home and moved into the devel¬ 
oping downtown district 

“After that time a number of 
different families lived in the 
home,” said Varner. “Eventually it 
came to be a rental property with 
four apartments, so I have had 
people come in here and say, ‘Oh, 
I was bom in that bedroom or in 
the kitchen’,” said Varner 

The last owners of the home, 
Eugene and Sylvia Perecki, 
donated to the house to the city in 
1993. 

Varner said the Romulus 
Historical Society was able to 
begin restoration of the house 
thanks to the Wayne County 
Community Development Block 
Grant Program and the City of 
Romulus. 

“We moved it to its current 
location in Historic Park in June 
of 1995,” said Varner “Since that 
time we have been trying to 
restore the home, both inside and 
out” 

Varner said that the home had 
undergone many changes from 
1855 to 1995. 

“It took us seven years to finish

children for the last four years, 
since the kids were about 5 years 
old.” 

Leacher said Moore and his 
wife split in November of 2003 


the restoration of the home, 
because of money issues as well 
as what had been done to the 
home over the years,” she said. 

When the home was donated it 
looked completely different from 
the year 1876. 

This was the only picture of 
the home from the 19th Century 
that the Romulus Historical 
Society was able to find in old 
records. 

“We were able to find a sketch 
of the home in 1876,” she said. 
“And that was the picture we went 
by to restore the home to its origi¬ 
nal features.” 

The inside of the home was a 
different story. 

“Since it had been made into 
apartments, it took some time to 
restore the interior of the home,” 
she said. “We also had no pictures 
of the home from the 19th 
Century, so we hired a historic 
interior designer. He came in and 
told us what types of things would 


before the charges were made 
and she obtained a personal pro¬ 
tection order in December 2003. 

No bond was set at the 
arraignment 

Moore was arraigned on the 
charges in 34th District Court 
before Judge Brian Oakley who 
did not set a bail amount 


have been in the home.” 

Varner said the society was 
able to get a lot of original pieces 
to place in the home from the 
1870s, as well as items that were 
donated by local residents. 

However, a prized possession 
in the home is a wooden crate 
that Varner came across at a local 
auctioa 

“I remember I saw it and I was 
so excited, because on one side of 
the box it said ‘Kingsley and 
Taylor’,” she said. 

“It was from the old general 
store that they owned in the late 
19th Century.” 

Today the home sits across 
from the Romulus Historical 
Museum, which is the oldest 
standing building in Romulus, a 
schoolhouse that was built in 18

“It doesn’t surprise me that no

Equal under Hie law 

It’s hard to imagine the hate behind the phone calls a Garden City 
man recently made to Judge Sylvia A James of the 22nd District Court 
in Inkster. 

As the calls were played back during a television newscast last 
week, the contemptible words, even though some were deleted, made 
us wince - it’s hard to fathom what hearing those statements, filled 
with racial epithets, must have been like for the judge and for the 
thousands of viewers watching the newscast Anyone who stands for 
equality, no matter what their race, religion or ethnic persuasion, 
must deplore the actions of the caller 

We sure do, there’s no question about that There’s no excuse for 
those viewpoints, ever. 

The man who made the calls, 43-year-old John Kevin Mailley, was 
apprehended hours later. He had been sentenced in James’ court¬ 
room for drunk driving and has a long list of alcohol-related offenses 
dating back 20 years. A closer examination of that list when paired 
with the death threats Mailley leveled against James, warranted the 
$1 million dollar bond handed down by Judge Richard Hammer of 
the 21st District Court in Garden City. 

James was correct when she told this newspaper that threats 
against judges shouldn’t be tolerated. But two weeks before Mailley’s 
tirade, an assault of another sort occurred in Inkster when 19-year-old 
Ransom Butler shot at Ofc. Bob Karls of the Inkster Police 
Department The bond James assigned in that case was $75,000, only 
10 percent ($7,500) of which Butler would have to post to be released 
from the Wayne County Jail. 

We couldn't help but notice the discrepancy in the bond amounts. 
It’s important to say that Butler was unable to make bond and is still 
in jail. And of course he has the presumption of innocence until 
proven guilty in a court of law. 

But Karls literally dodged a bullet - his life was in the balance. It 
gives us pause knowing that if Butler had been closer to his target, we 
could be writing an entirely different story. One that’s been written in 
Inkster five times before. 

There’s no doubt in our mind that the bond for the threats leveled 
against James is appropriate. She deserves better in this,day and age. 

But we think Karls deserves more, too. 


Around and around and around 

The attempt by the State of Michigan to sell 420 acres of land in 
Northville Township could be likened to a merry go round. 

Round and round it goes, where it stops, nobody knows. 

Actually, with only two potential bidders in line this time, it looks 
likely that township officials will soon know who will be responsible 
for arguably the best piece of land left in the township. 

The state received two bids, a $71.1 million bid from Windham 
Development and a $66.5 million bid from Rock Construction, a firm 
that bid on the land previously, threatened to sue when they weren’t 
chosen the final bidder and then passed on the land when the oppor¬ 
tunity came their way 

Unfortunately, either stop on the merry go round doesn’t necessari¬ 
ly mean a bright future for officials and residents in Northville 
Township. 

The state has extended deadlines to help out the bidders for the 
land, but done little to help out the officials who will have to deal with 
the consequences of the sale. 

It’s interesting to note that the two previous bidders that arguably 
know the most about this piece of property, weren’t in the final run¬ 
ning for the land. 

That points out a fact that township officials have been trying to

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Politics or politicians? 


A few years ago, I had a con¬ 
versation with a friend during 
which he said all of the bad 
things that seemed to happen to 
him - low-paying jobs, high- 
priced art supplies, the inability 
to get low-cost creative projects 
working, were the result of one 
thing: politics. 

“Everything’s politics with 
you, isn’t it?” I asked him. 

“Of course,” was the response, 
and now I know why. 

It’s because politics affects 
everything. 

That’s one of the reasons I had 
to laugh when Pam Dobrowolski, 
mayor pro-tem of the City of 
Wayne, said she didn't think the 
newly formed Wayne 2020 com¬ 
mittee should have a council liai¬ 
son, because she wanted to keep 
the politics out of it 

Let’s see. There have already 
been complaints - or at least sug¬ 
gestions - that the committee, 
which grew out of the Cool Cities 
Task Force, has too many mem¬ 
bers from one portion of the city. 
Jim Netter pointed out that some 
voting precincts were not repre¬ 
sented on this committee, which 
is supposed to make recommen¬ 
dations for the entire city. 

To me, this is akin to relying 
on - or even mentioning - parti¬ 
san politics on the local level, as 
if democrats and republicans 
working across the aisle is a diffi¬ 


cult thing for five or seven people 
serving a city or township. 

The city did a good thing by- 
taking the elected officials and 
city staffers, all of whom have a 
vested interest in the city, as well, 
out of consideration for the com¬ 
mittee. To not consider appoint¬ 
ing one as a liaison would be a 
mistake. 

There are liaisons to most 
other boards and commissions - 
from the planning commission to 
the beautification committee. A 
liaison to the Wayne 2020 com¬ 
mittee is just as, if not more, 
important. 

Why? 

Because these are people 
willing to put forth a significant 
amount of time, energy and cre¬ 
ative thought into improving the 
city, for no pay whatsoever, and 
they want to make sure that 
they’re going to be heard. I know, 
because I was part of the original 
task force, and I heal'd the con¬ 
cerns voiced by some members 
then, and I shared some of them. 

It’s easy to justify it. Look 
around, and you can see that no 
other community has taken to 
this Cool Cities initiative the way 
Wayne has. It was something that 
came and went most everywhere 
else. Everyone knows the budget 
situation isn’t quite where city 
officials would like it to be, there 
is a long list of things they have to 


fund or pur¬ 
chase, and 
the bottom 
line is improvements cost money. 
I’d be surprised if more people 
didn’t compare work on the com¬ 
mittee to busy work passed out 
by a substitute teacher. 

Appointing a liaison is just 
one way to assure the committee 
members that they’ll be heard. 

More likely, Dobrowolski 
wants to keep politicians out of it, 
or more specifically. Councilman 
Don Hartford. He has clearly 
been the most enthusiastic about 
the Cool Cities initiative and the 
work the ongoing committee can 
do, and would be the most likely 
choice to serve as a liaison. In 
fact he’s been so involved in it 
that he’s going to go to the meet¬ 
ings anyway. Who would the com¬ 
mittee most like to see? 
Someone who bought into the 
philosophy and wanted to push 
the agenda on the council, or 
someone who was merely 
assigned the role? 

That’s another question with 
an easy answer, at least for me. I 
think the city did a good thing 
when they established a perma¬ 
nent committee to act on the 
goals conjured up during the 
brainstorming sessions last yean 
A council liaison would offer the 
perfect punctuation mark - an 
exclamation point, not a period.

The office of the Wayne 
County Treasurer is opening to 
give property owners a chance 
to pay delinquent property 
taxes. 

The office of the treasurer, 
located on the fifth floor at 400 
Monroe in Detroit will be open 
for the next three Saturdays, 
according to Deputy Treasurer 
Robert Grden. Office hours will 
be 8 am. to 3 p.m. 

Grden said he hoped the 
office hours would help alleviate 
the deluge of phone calls the 
office received last year about 
delinquent taxes and the dead¬ 
line to pay them. 

“Last year, our office received 
more than 30,000 phone calls per 


month in February and March/’ 
he said. 

The treasurer also recently 
launched a new web page to 
allow the public to access the 
delinquent property listing, 
which contains delinquent prop¬ 
erty tax information, both real 
and personal, for all municipali¬ 
ties in Wayne County. These 
properties can be searched, at 
no cost to the user, by parcel ID 
number or street address.

is asking, the project is not eco¬ 
nomically feasible, unless it is 
jammed end to end with houses 
and enough commercial space to 
threaten the economic viability 
of their nearby neighbors in the 
City ofNorthville. 

The township has taken steps 
to protect themselves. They 
developed a concept plan for the 
area before the intended sale of 
the land was even announced. 
More recently, they concocted a 
scheme to rezone the entire par¬ 
cel for 1-acre residential lots, a 
proposal that is still pending at 
the planning commission level. 

Their best option may be 
somewhere in between these two 
actions, a zoning pattern with 
more stability than the Planned 


Unit Development (PUD) con¬ 
cept plan, but with more flexibili¬ 
ty than a 400-acre hard zoning. 

What’s important to township 
officials is the preservation of 
some of the unique features of 
the plot - the good ones, such as 
the old growth trees and the 
topography, not the old landfills 
and refineries - and the ability to 
keep from overburdening the 
community. 

An overly dense development 
would tax the township in many 
ways: through the sewer system, 
as a drain on resources and it 
would bring too many students 
into an already crowded school 
district 

It’s good that the township offi¬ 
cials realize that and are taking 
what actions they can to protect 
themselves. 

It’s unfortunate that the state, 
with it’s bottom-line mentality, 
will likely threaten all of their 
efforts.

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State distributors fight Internet beer sales

A brewing fight between beer 
and wine distributors and a hand¬ 
ful of alcohol producers and wine 
connoisseurs may reach the U.S. 
Supreme Court 

Michigan Attorney General 
Mike Cox, along with the Michigan 
Beer and Wine Wholesalers 
Association (MBWWA), filed a peti¬ 
tion of certiorari last week to ask 
the court to overturn an August 
2003 Circuit Court ruling that 
reversed a long-standing ban on 
alcohol shipments. 

The ban prohibited home ship¬ 
ments of alcohol by unlicensed 
out-of-state alcohol producers and 


retailers, according to Michael 
Lashbrook, president of the 
MBWWA 

“This case is not about the free 
flow of commerce but the free flow 
of alcohol across state lines,” 
Lashbrook said. “If the lower court 
decision stands, it will open the 
floodgates to unaccountable beer, 
wine and liquor sales in Michigan - 
and the state will have no effective 
enforcement mechanism to stop 
those in other states who sell to 
minors, avoid paying taxes or refuse 
to adhere to other state laws.” 

The existing distribution pat¬ 
tern was put into effect after prohi¬ 
bition ended, according to Bill 
Ventola, coordinator of consumer 
awareness and educational pro¬ 


grams for Central Distributors of 
Beer (CDB) in Romulus. It’s a 
three-tiered system consisting of 
brewers, wholesalers and retail¬ 
ers. Each level is licensed a little 
differently, he added, but it all 
adds up to a system that is pretty 
good at tracking the sale of alcohol 
and taxing it The producers make 
the product, sell it to distributors, 
which then send it to the retailers. 

Then technology happened. 

“This all started with people 
who wanted to buy wine on the 
Internet,” Ventola said. 

The August decision by the U.S. 
6th Circuit Court of Appeals 
allowed such sales, but it threatens 
the system of safeguards that all 50 
states rely on to maintain a proper 


chain of custody for all alcohol 
products, according to Lashbrook 
It also violates a section of the 21st 
Amendment, which repealed pro¬ 
hibition and set up rules for the 
transportation and importation of 
alcohol into any state, territory or 
possession of the U.S. 

Licensed alcohol distributors 
fear that the ruling may allow 
minors to purchase alcohol over 
the Internet and destroy the cam¬ 
paign of responsible drinking that 
so many have tried to cultivate. 

“All the work we’ve put in for 
responsible use has gone out the 
window,” Ventola said. 

Lashbrook said the ruling 
would also pave the way for 
reverse discrimination of in-state 


wineries and retailers, who would 
be subject to licensing and regula¬ 
tion that would not apply to out-of- 
state producers. 

“It defies common sense to dis¬ 
mantle effective local controls and 
LD. checks by retailers and instead 
replace them with an ‘anything- 
goes’ free-for-all where untrained 
delivery truck drivers are the last 
line of defense to enforce state 
alcohol laws,” Lashbrook said. “It 
would create a virtual online vend¬ 
ing machine for beer, wine and 
liquor It’s already happening” 

Ventola said that he and other 
distributors would be closely 
watching the results of the appeal, 
but he hadn’t heard anything fur¬ 
ther, yet

Bill Demmer, president of Jack Demmer 
Ford Automotive Group, recently received 
recognition for the work he’s done in the 
Wayne community and beyond.

“You’re dealing with multi¬ 
year contracts, all the different manufactur¬ 
ers...It’s like it’s own city with its own ordi¬ 
nances and rules.” 

It also allowed him the opportunity to 
check out other auto shows in Tokyo, Paris 
and Germany. 

“It’s given me a lot of different perspec¬ 
tives,” he said. 

Demmer has been involved in the auto¬ 
motive business almost all his life. He start-

The Romulus Eagles’ 
wrestling team have had their 
wings clipped so far this season 
with injuries and a depleted line, 
which has resulted in voids in 
matches and losses at meets. 

However, Romulus coach 
Jason Balcom and his team 
haven’t given up and hope that 
the meets, even if they don’t win, 
will be a good experience for the 
team. 

Their latest efforts earned 
them two wins at the Belding 
Invitational on Saturday. There, 
they beat Beal City, 39-24, and 
Grand Rapids Creston, 48-6. 

“Both Beal and Creston were 
a lot like us,” Balcom said. ‘The 
had a lot of voids and in some 
cases there were double voids 


where neither of us had 
wrestlers in a class.” 

They also had a close match 
against Saranac but lost, 36-30. 

“We could have beaten them 
but I moved some guys around to 
get them some matches,” Balcom 
said. “One of the guys that I 
moved lost If I would have kept 
him where he was he would have 
won on a void. I just wanted to 
get him experience.” 

The Eagles lost two other 
matches on the day. Belding beat 
them, 60-19, and Central Montcalm 
won, 48-15. Both schools had full 
rosters to help secure the lopsided 
victories, where the Eagles gave 
up 36 points in voids.

Romulus’ top wrestler Matt 
Mortsfield finished the day unde¬ 
feated, 5-0, at the 135-pound 


weight class. Phillip Roscoe (145) 
was also unbeaten on the day at 
5-0. Tim Lewis (130) and John 
Studstill both finished 4-1. Tony 
Glimps (112) and Darren Booker

3-2 records. 

“I think we did well,” Balcom 
said. ‘The competition wasn’t as 
good as in the Mega Red division 
but there were good wrestlers 
there and it was good experience 
for the kids.” 

The Eagles faced a tough 
Mega Red opponent when they 
faced off against the Southgate 
Titans last Thursday.
